FOREWORD 



This chronologjr of events relating to the assassination 
of President John F. Kennedy, with the exception of a few prior 
items, generally begins with Lee Harvey Oswald's release from 
active duty by the U. S. Marine Corps on September 11, 1959, and 
ends with his murder by Jack L. Ruby on November 24, 1963 . 

In preparing the chronology, particular emphasis was direc- 
ted to all information shown to be based on documentary evidence' 
substantiating the reported event or occurrence. The basic 
reference data supporting the sequence of significant events was 
obtained by a comprehensive search and analysis of all investi- 
gative reports, affidavits, testimony, and depositions received 
from various governmental agencies concerned, or compiled after 
direct inquiries made by members of the Commission's Staff. 

All references made to support the reported happenings are 
to the documentary evidence or information contained in the Com- 
mission's files. A brief description of. the contents of any 
document or letter referred to in the chronology is set out only 
when the document itself is not self-explanatory, or when the 
letter is something other than of a purely social nature. 

This chronology in its final form, was completed during 
the week of May 10th to l6th 1964.
